1 . SUMMARY: A. CONFERENCE HAS ORGANIZED ITSELF IN QUICKER- 
THAN-USUAL FASHION INTO COMMITTEES, WORKING GROUPS (WGS), AND 
SUB WORKING GROUPS (SWGS), AND WORK OF SUBSTANTIVE COMMITTEES, 
PARTICULARLY COMMITTEE 4 (TECHNICAL), ALREADY WELL UNDER WAY. 
CHALLENGE BY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES (LDCS) TO WHAT THEY CONSIDERED 
UNDERREPRESENTATION AMONG OFFICERS OF CONFERENCE WAS RESOLVED BY 
NAMING OF SPECIAL VICE PRESIDENT FROM LDC (IRAN) TO COORDINATE 
WORK OF THREE SUBSTANTIVE COMMITTEES. 

B. ON THE OTHER SIDE OF LEDGER, CONFERENCE HAS NOT YET RESOLVED 
BASIC ISSUE OF WHETHER ITS FINAL ACTS WILL TAKE FORM OF REVISION 
OF ITU RADIO REQULATIONS (RR) OR WILL COMPRISE A SEPARATE 
AGREEMENT. INDEED AT WEEK'S END ISSUE HAD BEEN REFERRED DOWN TO 
SWG LEVEL. 

C. IMPORTANT DEVLOPMENT FROM US VIEWPOINT IS CLEAR DEMAND FROM 
LATING AMERICANS, LED BY MEXICO, VENEZUELA AND ECUADOR FOR 
"GUARANTEES" ENSURING THAT ORBITAL POSITIONS AND FREQUENCIES 
WILL BE AVAILABLE WHEN THEY ARE READY TO INTRODUCE 
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BROADCASTING-SATELLITE SERVICE (BSS), IN WHICH EVEN THEY 
APPEAR DISPOSED TO ACCEPT EVOLUTIONARY APPROACH. END SUMMARY. 

2. THIS MESSAGE IS FIRST OF SERIES OF SITUATION REPORTS ON 

THE ITU WORLD ADMINISTRATIVE RADIO CONFERENCE FOR THE PLANNING 
OF THE BROADCASTING-SATELLITE SERVICE IN FREQUENCY BANDS 11.7 - 12/2 
GHZ (IN REGIONS 2 AND 3) AND 11.7 - 12.5 GHS (IN REGION 1), 
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CONVENED AT GENEVA 10 JANUARY 1977 FOR FIVE WEEKS. SHORT TITLE 
OF CONFERENCE IS BROADCASTING-SATELLITE CONFERENCE ON WARC-BS. 
MISSION WILL AVOID REPETITION OF EXPANSIONS OF ABBREVIATIONS, 
TERMS OF REFERENCE, ETC., IN FUTURE SITRREPS. 

3. MEETING OF SELECTED HEADS OF DELEGATIONS (ABOUT 20 INCLUDING 
US) WAS HELD SUNDAY 9 JANUARY AT INVITATION OF ITU SECRETARY 
GENERAL. PURPOSE WAS TO CONSIDER CONFERENCE STRUCTURE AND 
SLATE OF OFFICERS WHICH SEC GEN WOULD RECOMMEND TO FORMAL 
MEETING OF (ALL) HEADS OF DELEGATION 10 JANUARY. SUGGESTED 
STRUCTURE AND DISTRIBUTION OF OFFICER POSITIONS WAS RESULT OF 
COORDINATION ACTIVITIES BY SEC GEN AND DEPUTY SEC GEN OVER 
PERIOD OF SEVERAL MONTHS. FIRST INDICATION OF PROBLEM AHEAD 
CAME WHEN ALGERIAN DELEGATE ON 9 JANUARY DECRIED FACT THAT NO 
DEVELOPING COUNTRY HAD BEEN PROPOSED FOR CHAIRMANSHIP OF A SUB 
STANTIVE COMMITTEE. ALGERIAN, STATING HE SPEAKING FOR ASIAN- 
AFRICAN COUNTRIES (WHICH CAUCUSED 8 JANUARY), SAID HE 
PREPARED NAME AN ASIAN COUNTRY TO TAKE CHAIRMANSHIP OF 
COMMITTEE 5 (PLANNING). SELECT MEETING DID NOT SUPPORT 
ALGERIAN'S EFFORT. 

4. AT FORMAL MEETING OF ALL HEADS OF DELEGATIONS 10 JANUARY, 

SEC GEN SUGGESTED SAME STRUCTURE AND SLATE OF OFFICERS. 

ALTHOUGH THERE WAS EXPRESSION OF CONCERN ABOUT ABSENCE OF 
LDC IN CHAIRMANSHIP OF SUBSTANTIVE COMMITTEE, THERE WAS NO 
OBJECTION TO SEC GEN'S PROPOSAL THAT THE PACKAGE BE 
RECOMMENDED TO FIRST PLENARY MEETING.

C. TERMS OF REFERENCE (TORS) FOR COMMITTEES WERE ADOPTED 
WITHOUT DEBATE. ALL TORS ACCEPTABLE TO US DELEGATION. 

COPY OF DOCUMENT (NO. 47) POUCHED EB/TD. 

D. CHAIRMAN THEN INTRODUCED SLATE OF OFFICER POSITIONS FOR 
COMMITTEES, NOTING IT ACCEPTED BY HEADS OF DELEGATIONS. 

HE ASKED FOR ADOPTION BY ACCLAMATION AND CONFERENCE SO RESPONDED. 
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DURING COURSE OF ACCLAMATION, HOWEVER, AFGHANISTAN HAD 
SIGNALED DESIRE TO SPEAK AND FOLLOWING APPLAUSE WAS GIVEN 
FLOOR. AFGHAN DELEGATE NOTED COMMITTEE 5 (PLANNING) AS BEING 
OF GREAT IMPORTANCE TO LDCS AND INSISTED CHAIRMANSHIP OF 
THAT COMMITTEE BE GIVEN TO IRAN (WHICH HAD JUST BEEN ELECTED 
TO VICE-CHAIRMANSHIP). EFFORTS BY CONFERENCE CHAIRMAN TO 
RESOLVE MATTER DURING BREAK NOT SUCCESSFUL, AND PLENARY 
RECESSED UNTUL TUESDAY. WHEN PLENARY RESUMED, IRANIAN DELEGATE 
ANNOUNCED HIS RESIGNATION FROM COMMITTEE 5 VICE-CHAIRMANSHIP 
AS PROTEST AGAINST LACK OF CONSIDERATION FOR LDCS. SUB- 
SEQUENT CAUCUS BY ASIAN AND AFRICAN COUNTRIES RESULTED 
IN JOINT PROPOSAL BY IRAN AND SENEGAL THAT AN ADDITIONAL 
VICE-CHAIRMAN OF THE CONFERENCE BE ELECTED AND GIVEN TASK 
OF COORDINATING AND APPRAISING ACTIVITIES OF COMMITTEES R, 5 
AND 6, AND TO ENSURE THAT THE PROGRESS OF WRK RESULTS IN 
EQUITABLE PLANNING. FACING POSSIBLE DISRUPTION OF CONFERENCE 
WORK, STEERING COMMITTEE RECOMMENDED ACCEPTANCE OF THE PROPOSAL 
AND PLENARY DID SO BY ACCLAMATION, ELECTING IRAN AS ADDITIONAL 
VICE-CHAIRMAN OF CONFERENCE (ADD TO LIST IN PARA 5A ABOVE). 
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PLENARY THEN ELECTED PAKISTAN TO VICE-CHAIRMANSHIP 
OF COMMITTEE 5. FINAL APPOINTMENTS TO COMMITTEES (DOC. 46 
REV 1, POUCHED EB/TD) ARE AS FOLLOWS (FIRST NAMED IS 
CHAIRMAN:):

6. DURING FIRST PLENARY MEETING, COLOMBIAN DELEGATE MADE LENGTHY

BY ECUADOR, CONGO, UGANDA. GUATEMALA, KENYA, AND INDONESIA. 

SOVEREIGNTY QUESTION NOT YET DEBATED IN PLENARY WHERE CHAIRMAN 
DEFERRED DISCUSSIONS PENDING TIME TO STUDY. US DELEGATION HAS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HAD SEVERAL FRANK DISCUSSIONS WITH COLOMBIAN DELEGATE (JAIME 
AGUILERA-BLANCO ) WHO IS FRIENDLY AND EASY TO ENGAGE IN CONVERSATION. 

COLOMBIAN DELEGATE SAYS HE HAS NOT INTENTION OF DISRUPTING

B. FOLLOWING INTRODUCTION OF DOCUMENTS ON THURSDAY AND 
FRIDAY, C5 FORMED THREE WGS: WG 5 A ON PLANING FOR REGIONS 
1 AND 3 (CHAIRMAN: S. TEMPLE/UK; US SPOKESMAN: J. EBEL), 

WG 5B ON PLANNING FOR REGION 2 (CHAIRMAN: B. BLEVIS/CANADA; 
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US SPOKESMAN: P. SAWITZ), AND WG 5C TO DEAL WITH COMPATIBILITY 
OF PLANS DEVELOPED BY OTHER TWO (CHAIRMAN: DR. B. RAC/INDIA;

D. RECURRENT THEME IN NUMEROUS DISCUSSIONS WITH 
INDIVIDUAL CS PARTICIPANTS FROM REGION 2 IS THEIR CONCERN WITH 
"GUARANTEES" ENSURING FUTURE ACCESS TO ORBIT. THEY MAKE IT 
CLEAR THEY WANT MORE THAN PROMISES. THERE DOES NOT APPEAR TO 
BE SERIOUS OPPOSITION TO EVOLUTIONARY PLANNING PER SE (EXCEPT 
BY CUBA) PROVIDED IT CONTAINS SOME FORM OF GUARANTEE OF FUTURE 
ACCESS. IT WILL BE MOST IMPORTANT AND CHALLENGING TASK OF US 
DELEGATION TO DEVISE FORMS OF GUARANTEE THAT ARE ACCEPTABLE AND
